Pursued by two State Troopers in an automobile going SO miles 


an hour, and riding his motorcycle at a speed that easily outdistanced 
the police car, John Louis Fagan, 66, of 326 East Cheltan avenue, 
Germantown, Pa., was instantly killed Saturday afternoon when his 
motorcycle, apparently unable to make the curve on East Chester 
street, left the road and shot across Tammany street, landing in a 
field. 


Fagan, whose head struck a rock in the field, was killed instantly. 


His skull had been crushed and a leg and shoulder broken when he 
was hurled from his machine. 
>• 


Fagan's death climaxed one of 


the most thrilling pursuits in the 
history of the police authorities 
in Ulster county. 


Observed at Glenerie 


He was first observed weaving 


in and out of traffic on "route 9-W 
at Glenerie, by Sergeant Cunning- 
ham and Trooper Keefe, riding in 
one of the patrol cars, of 
the 


state troopers. 


The troopers at the time were 


driving 
toward 
Kingston and 


Fagan was going north. 
The 


troopers turned and pursued and 
driving'up alongside the motor- 
cycle ordered Fagan to stop. 


Instead of obeying the com- 


mand, Fagan swung his motor- 
cycle around and headed back to- 
ward Kingston, increasing his 
speed as he went. 


The troopers gave chase, and al- 


though they were hitting 80 miles 
an hour the 
motorcycle easily 


outdistanced them and the last 
they saw of the machine and rider 
was when Fagan turned into the 
East Chester street by-pass, and 
was soon out of sight of the pur- 
suing troopers.

Cunningham and 


Trooper Keefe did not give up the 
)ursuit, however, but proceeded 
on into Kingston and over the 
iondout Creek Bridge into Port 
3wen where they questioned sev- 
eral people' .they . met on the 
itreet, who informed them that 
no motorcycle had passed through 
the village.

ton where they learned of the 
man's death.

Charles Phinney, who received 
the 'phone call, that she was 
casually looking out of her win- 
dow when she saw what she de- 
icribed as "a streak of silver go- 
ing through the air." She sent

and when the daughter returned 
she called the police. 
' The motorcycle and man were 
traveling at such a speed through 
he air that from, the house Mrs. 
Witthoft was unable to identify 
t as a machine with a man on it. 


Makes Long Jump 


From Mrs*. Witthoft's story the 


police believe that the motorcycle 
vas traveling at such a fast rate 
of speed that when it was unable 
o negotiate the slight curve in 
he road it left .the pavement and 
vent across. Tammany street in a 
ong jump through the air. 


The spot where the motorcycle 


vas found was about 285 feet 
rom the pavement on East Ches- 
.er street, while Fagan was found 
ying in a dump ot bushes about 
40 leet beyond the motorcycle 
vhere he had been hurled off and 
ahead of the machine when the 
motorcycle plunged into the field. 


Police authorities estimate that 


udging from the time Fagan was 
irst observed at Glenerie until 
the time his body was found lying 
n the bushes off East Chester 
street that he had been driving at

Minneapolis, Minn., June 19 UP) 


—A tornado that swept 25 miles 
of countryside killed 10 persons 
about 3:30 o'clock Sunday, .after- 
noon, injured'upwards of'60 and 
caused property damage of possi 
bly §500,000. 


Sections of seven towns—Corco- 


ran, Maple Grove, Champlin, Ano 
ka, Cedar, St. Francis and Bethe 
—all 15 to 30 miles west anc 
northwest of here were damaged 
Anoka, a town of some 5,000, suf 
fered most seriously. There 40 to 
50 buildings were demolished and 
five persons killed.

when their automobile was struck 
head on by the wind near Cor- 
coran.

tered with dead livestock. Adju- 
tant General Ellard Walsh, whose 
guardsmen took command of Ano- 
ka, said a cursory survey indicated 
damage of possibly $500,000.
